“VIEW FROM THE PEAK"

Holiday trips, no matter how care- 
fully thought out, don't always live up 
to one's expectations and time-table: 
our Christmas/New Year trip certainly was 
vastly different than intended. 


I switched out radios from the car 
so as to concentrate on just 2 meters 
this trip: in went the Kenwood 45-watt 
job and out came the 220 and 440 rigs. I 
also intended to scan 145.01 going cross 
country to check the activity on packet.

of the problem, the patient and the medi- 
cation previously given. So, once more, 
having ham radio "in the mobile" proved 
to be of great value. 


Think about that a moment: it does 
make you wonder why, so very often, ama~ 
teurs travel over the road without having 
2 meters on hand. Seems to be similar to 
driving in heavy traffic without the 
advantage of a good insurance policy to 
fall back on if the need arises. 


Communications did help ~ on arrival 
they were waiting, prepared to handle a 
possible heart attack immediately, 


As it turned out, our rush was in 
time: Thelma was treated and stabilized 
so that no heart damage occurred. How- 
ever, examination proved the need for a 
heart bypass operation without further 
travel on our part. On December 26, she 
underwent surgery at St. Luke's in Cedar 
Rapids and is now recuperating here at 


home. While we did have a later brief 
visit with family near Detroit, too, it 
certainly was not the extended holiday 
trip originally on the agenda. Our hopes 
of having several days with LEARA friends 
in Cleveland, and of visiting Willard 
Carson, WB8TSM and family in Bath, NC, 
also were dashed. 


The dozens of phone calls, notes, 
cards and flowers from our friends were a 
bright spot indeed during this different 
holiday season. Thanks to all from both 
of us.

HOW TO FIGHT BACK AGAINST TRUCKERS’ 
DANGEROUS HIGHWAY GAMES WITH MOTORISTS 


A recent syndicated column by Mike 
Royko of the Chicago Tribune, carried in 
scores of newspapers nationwide, outlined 
the threat he had personally suffered al 
the hands of two truckers out to get him 


for slowing their breakneck dash down the 
road. Royko described how they boxed him 
between their trucks in what he felt was 
an attempt to either force him off the 
highway or to even crush his car between 
them, Luckily, he (and his wife who was 
with him at the time) was able to escape. 


As anyone who isa high mileage 
driver knows (especially if he has a CB 
rig on channel 19 listening), this is not 
an uncommon occurence today. There is a 
certain substantial element of the truck 
driving fraternity that has openly de- 
clared war on the motorist (or "four- 
wheeler" as they say). They claim the 
interstates and other major routes as 
"their roads" and you have no rights ex- 
cept to get out, and stay out, of their 
path. And as long as they have that 
lunatic fringe driving, too, it's good 
sense to give them the road, rather than 
risk the type of torture Royko was ex- 
posed to. 


What he didn't do, though, was to 
take some action in the matter — he was 
just grateful to get out alive. But YOU 
can do something about it if it should 
happen to you. And the true professional 
trucker, his company, and the American 
Trucking Association will be grateful for 
actions that weed out the dangerous and 
destructive drivers. 


Whenever you see an “18-wheeler" 
driving as if drunk, drugged, or simply 
far beyond safe driving practices, do 
this: COMPLAIN! 


Get a trailer number and/or name, 
the location, date and time — jot it down 
or have your passenger do it. Put down 
any other information that will be help- 
ful in identifying the culprit: direc— 
tion, weather/road conditions, etc, 


Then, if the situation appears to be 
extremely hazardous (drunk, loss of con- 
trol, etc.) pull off at the nearest exit 
where you can report it to the police (it 
doesn't cost anything to make an "0" 
operator-assisted emergency call from the 
usual pay phone). 


Now: mark down this telephone num- 
ber, guaranteed to get a response against 
the offender - it's the "Hotline" for the 
ATA to receive such reports — 

703 ~ 838 — 1855, 
The ATA has stated that they will follow 
up on every complaint against any truck, 
whether it be operated by a big or little 
company, or by a private owner/operator. 


If you are sufficiently fired-up to 
go even further, write a letter with the 
facts to the company involved (if you got 
the name off the truck), You can find 
the address at your local library in the 
"MOTOR CARRIER GUIDE". And, if you still 
want to go further, write the facts to:

A VHF - UHF GRID PARTY 
by J. R. Sorrells WASABB 


The January 1986 VHF Sweepstakes was held on the 11th and 12th. 
For the VHF'er, the world is divided into 1 X 2 degree grids. The 
object of the contest is to make as many contacts, in as many grids, on 
as many VHF - UHF bands as possible. For complete details see the 


December 1985 QST. 


In 1985, Ron Deutsch (NK@P) was the single operator division 
leader in the contest. Ron hoped to successfully defend his title this 
year. With the help of friends, his shack was converted into a VHF’ers 
dream with stations on 6 meters, 2 meters, 228 mhz, 432 mhz, 1296 mhz, 
and 10 ghz. New antennas were erected. Several power amplifiers were 
borrowed. The contest had all of the makings of a real dog fight that 
would go down to the last minute. (Often during the contest, 144.2 mhz 


sounded like a 20 meter DX pile-up.) 


A few days before the contest, a group of local hams decided to go 
on a VHF - UHF mini-DX-pedition to three (rare) grids southeast of 
Pueblo. The object was to help NK@P keep the division title in 
Colorado Springs. Jim (WASABB), Jim's father-in-law Charles Bellville 
Cex-WDSDWJ>, Al CN@CMW), and Bob (NSAVN) left Colorado Springs at 11:20 
a.m. Saturday. The weather was fantastic during the entire day with 


clear skies and temperatures around 69 degrees, Their destination was

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an area near Fowler and Manzanola, Colorado, where four grids 


intersect. 


The two meter station consisted of a Kenwood TR7950 at 45 watts 
into a 5/8 wavelength mag mount antenna. An eleven element beam was 
available, but not needed. The six meter station was a Yaesu 757GX 
with a six meter transverter. The antenna consisted of two elements of 
NKQP's old defunct 4 element six meter beam. The SWR was terrible with 
only an estimated three or four watts actually getting to the antenna. 
The 440 mhz station was a Kenwood TR4Q@Q at 25 watts. Attempts were 
unsuccessful with a 448 mag mount antenna. Fortunately N8AVN brought a 
15 element 448 mhz beam that performed superbly. A crystal controlled 
10 watt 220 mhz rig and mag mount antenna were unsuccessful in all 


three grids. (Next year a 220 mhz beam will fix that!) 


The grid party had a great time and learned much about portable 

VHF - UHF operation. All ot the grid operating locations were atleast 
18 - 15 miles apart. Operating time in each grid was 3@ to 45 minutes 
One of the favorite locations with a good view of Pike's Peak was a 
hill in grid DM87 which was surrounded by numerous odoriferous cow 
chips scattered about like land mines. The grid party planed to bring 
NKQP a prime chip as a souvineer, but it was forgotten in their haste 
to move to the next grid square, (I thought Al was supposed to get it!) 

The final grid location was set up and the contacts made just as the 
last rays of sunlight disappeared, Contacts with NK@P were completed 
in all 3 target grids on 2 meter FM, 6 meter SSB, and 446 mhz FM. No 
calls from other contest stations were heard while set up in the grids, 
but would have been answered in a sportsman-like manner had any been 
heard.
